TfN this third and laft part the Excellent Author (continuing 
j[ his Doctrine of Motion, begun in the two foregoing parts,) 
treats, amongft other things, of the Five Mathematical Powers 
(as they are called,) or noted Engines for the facilitation of 
Motion $ which arc Ve8is, Axis in Peritrochio i Trccblea./ochka, 
?3 Cumus 'the Leaver,WinchjPun.:y,$crew,aud Wedge, s with 
others reducible to them* Ar.d particularly, of rhe Leaver 
(iriitsra-ift ufual acceptation.) with one Support (and therein 
csf the Pinchers and Sheers, Sec") and of a Beam, Colcffaff &c. 
fuft«incd by two or more iupportcrs, with the feveral preffures 
on erxh oi them, according to their different pofitionsj where 
alf» are defcribed fix feveral forms oi Flat Hoofs, for large 
Rooms, framed of fhort Timbers (much fliorter than the 
breadth of the Room, ) mutually fupporting one another ;

_| ving, it ieems^eally found, that neceiliry fuggt fts th;: 

confiderableft aud the moft necefTary^s well as the eaficfr. and 
cheapeft Remedies for Man's health 5 and having thereupon 
very fuccefsfully follow'd in his practife a method and rules 
futable thereun:o, to the frequent relief and cure of his Pati- 
ent', and to his own h>nor 5 refolved to publifh to the world 
thefubftanceof his thoughts concerning the Ajtiminiftration 
of Phyfick, together with the Sum of his Experience and Pra- 
dife therein; notwithftanding what the Learned and Indu* 
ftrious J^welfer or others had already faid upon this Subject; 
he being perfuaded, that Difeafes may as well , if not better, 
be cured by a few, plain and eafily parable Medians, than o- 
therwife ; provided they be by an honeftand ddcreet Phyfi- 
tian ufed with Judgment, accordiiig to the nature,temper and 
condition of the Patient. 

In reference hereunto, he declares himfclf in Three Difler- 
tations; In the ft'J?, he fhews, How the Msteria Me dica may 
throughout Nature's three kingdoms (as they fpeak) be con- 
tracted, from that vaft and luxuriant heap, met with in Dif- 
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penfator ies and other Phyfick-books, to a few fimple and yet 
choice and efficacious Medicins 5 adding thereunto, both his 
Method of preparing fuch remedies for ail forts of difeafes,<w^/ 
withal! (hewing; how to bring them into a fma!l roomjto con- 
tain the fame thus contracted. 

In this part the Reader will find the Authors thoughts, firft 
touching fuch Remedies as are pretended to be Vivverfal 5 
andfecondly, an Enumeration of forne of the cho;cdt Par* 
ticular Medicaments, of all forts ; as Purgitsves, Vomitives, 
Sudoriflcks , Aftringent, Refrigeratives, Diureticks, Refol- 
ving, Difcuffing, Corroborating, Deterfive, Anodyne, Nar- 
coticks , S:omachicks , Heparicks , Spleneticks , Uterine , 
Topicks, &c. Concerning all which he flicks not tofay,tha.c 
he hath nothing rafhly nor groundlefly afTerted of the Medi- 
cins by him retained or difcarded. 

In the Second he briefly treats of the necefficy of Modera- 
ting the Rates of Medicins } which yet he doth.in fuch a man- 
ner, that on the one hand, Druggifb, Apothecaries, Sec. 
may not want encouragement to provide all neceffary mattej 
of Phyiick ■> and on the other hand, that the Common people 
may not be alienated from employing honeft and skilful Phy- 
(icians, nor from the ufe of proper medicins : where he par 1 
ticularly examins the Chymical preparations, (10 which he is no 
Enemy,) and delivers his opinion as to what cheat there is 
frequently pra&ifed in prifing them, and how men may be 
directed to know very near the true rate of, many of that 
kind. 

In the Third he enumerates the benefits that mayrcdound 
to Man-kind , by the way of Difpenfing Medicins by Phyii- 
tians themfelves, fvvorn and skilful 5 as he obferveth it to have 
been in the begnning, and even folate as in the next forego- 
ing Age, and to be frill praclifed in all the Jfiatic Countries 5 
Which he faith he advifeth, nor to countenance any dange- 
rous way of preparing Medicins, but to fecure the making of 
ohyfick to well-known difcreet and : experienced Practitio- 
ners; conceiving, that thereby the poorer fort of people, 
rinding the Fee and Price of Phyfick to be in one hand, would 
be much lefs fhy, than now they are 3 to repair to good 
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Phyfitians , and more deterr'd from confuiting truer lm« 
piricks and Mountebanks, making great havock amongft 
them 5 befides that Phyfick would by that means be much 
improved 5 Intruders debarr'd from doing mifchief by the 
indifcreet ufe of Receipts i and many fudden Accidents, 
which admit not of the delay of fraying for both Phyfitian 
and Apothecary C as Apoplexies, Epilepfies, Hyfteric fits.&cO 
better provided for. 

Here and there the Author taketh occafion to ani* 
madvert on thofe pretended high Arcana's , Catholicon's , 
panaceas , Elixir's , Vniverfal Menjiruum s , particularly the 
Alcaheft ■, yet without denying , that there may be 
one and the fame Medicin fo excellent as exceedingly to 
ftrengthen and cleanfe the body, and to give relief in many 
difeales. 

Where he difcourfeth of fitting Medicins to the Con- 
ftitution of people , he obferveth , that a certain fore 
of laxative Aloe-pills are properer for Countries and 
people that drink Bier, than thofe that drink Wine. And 
ioheuoteth, that Venae- fection is more uleful to'fome Na- 
tions, than others. 

If the Author had taken care to have delivered his mat* 
ter in a clear ftile, he would certainly have proved much 
more inftru&ive, than, 'tis feared, he now will. This Deft- 
deratum, we hope, will be fatisfied in the fecond E- 
dition* 

III. Joh, Bapt.Sylvatici INSTITVTIO MEDIC A de its qui 
Morbum fimulant deprehendendis* Francofurti ad Mamunn

THis Italian Author, having reprefented both the Impor- 
tance of this argument, and affigned the Cauf. s in- 
ducing people either to counterfait or to hide Difeafes (which 
he reduces to Fear, Shamefaftnefs, and Profit $ ) enumerates 
thefeveral Ways, how this Simulation or Diflimulation may 
be performed. And of thefe he obferveth chiefly three: 
The firftjvrheii a Sicknefs is pretended by Words only, and 
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really is not $ as a Collck, Head-ache, See, to avoid appear* 
ance i;i publickor for other reafons. The fecond^htn there 
appear figns and marks of difeafes in the Body, but are caufec! 
on purpofc by Coumerfaits for various ends ; fuch as feern 
to indicate a Fever, Sc?.bbines, Leprofy, an Exulceration of 
the Lungs by fpitting bloud, and Gravidation it felf, either- 
to raife Compaffior, as in Beggars, (as in the !aft cafe,) for 
Succtffiun, as in great Women, making it up by Suppefiri- 
tious Births. Ihcthmi, when there is reaHy afickpeJs, but 
hid and concealed to theutmoft; as the Venereal Difea-'e, to 
avoid publick fhame, or the !ofs of an advantagiou; match, 
and efpecially Love fiicktiefs, cover'd out of modefty . or for 
o;her caufes , but often inducii;g a high degree of Mclan= 
choly,and {cmetimes Madnefs. 

This being difpatched, he giveth feveral Directions, firfc 
in general-, How counterfaited ficknelfes may be found out, 
and the various arts and cheats detected : For the due perfor- 
mance of which, he judgeth it not fufficient to have great 
Medical Experience, but befides finds it requifite to employ 
more than ordinary fagacity in exploring all circumftances 
and outward accidents, and efpecially thofe things, that re- 
late particularly to the genius, temper and ftate of the fup* 
pofed Counterfeit. 

Secondly in particular ; where he teacheth, how thofe are 
to be d;fcover'd 5 that counterfeit Pain, and pretend Impoten= 
C\'y Sterility, Virginity (area uitimum hoc argumenium multa 
different cumfi) iumde vanis earn menticndi rnoclis. turn de depre- 
henderdee mentilie dtfficuhatibus^ turn de Hymenis exiflenlia $ ) 
I : ur r l.erth;fe that fain or conciliate Madnefs, or Inlenfible- 
nefs, ior times and occafions ; as alfo fuch, that raife, byart. 
Tumor;, Scabs, Ulcers, Fevers, and R'oud.fpitting. More- 
over, how 10 act: ct difguifed Love-ficknefs, together with 
divers Examples of i f s Difcoverv, and the method and fight 
employed both \a making that c'i'covery, and in curing the 
malady; for t -c latter of which he commends chiefly the im- 
port of that a.* the Poet, 
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Intrat amor mcntes ufu , dedifcitur ufu ■, 
And the advice of Lucretius 5 

Sed fugitare decet Jimulacra & pabula anions t 
Abflerrere fibi atque alio converter e mentem 
Ac jacere Amorem colleclnm in Corpora quoque. 

To which he adds the way of difcovering fuppofed Dsemo- 
niacks, and Euthufiafts ; yet acknowledging withall the di£ 
ficulty of difcerning fuch Impoftures } ot which he efteemeth 
many may be afcribed partly to Melancholic, partly to Uterin- 
firs , partly to plain- Cheating , as is that of the Ventri- 
loqui. 

He fubjoins the method of finding out women that hide 
their Conception, and thofe that counterfeit ft : And con* 
cludeth all with the skill requiiue to difcover fuch as are in- 
fected with the Lues Venerea^ and ftudy to palliate it with fome 
other Difeafe; and thofe alio to whom PoLfon hath been 
given fecretly. 

IV. QVADRIPA'RJITVM BOTANICVM Simonis Paul! 
Medici Regit in Dania Argenlorati in 4 . 

T_J Avingbeen lately queftioned by fome confi dcrable men 
}\. JL (one of whom is a Learned Phyfitian of Lor/don,) why 
no notice had been taken in thefe Tracts of this Uieful piece, 
we thought good, (atLdging, for the excufeofour tardinefs 
herein, this Book's efcaping our view hitherto.) to give the 
enfur-g aecompt of ir. 

Tru- Learned Author then underraketh in it to defcriba 
chiefly the U&s and Virtues of thofe Simples or P'an:s,which 
growing m Europe , are by long Experience approved of ; 
treating more particularly of thofe, that grow in Denmark^ and 

2V0Wfly,wh?charetheCountries,h3 is in a more cfpecial man- 
ner related to* 

This 
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This Defcription he performed! in fuch a Method , that 
he reduceth the faid Plants ro Four Clafjis Alphabetically, 
according to the Four Seafons of the year ,' wherein they 
grow or are in flower $ that fo the Curious 'Botamfi and 
others may know, when fuch and - fuch 'Plants arc to be 
had and gather'd for ufe. This he doth, 'beginning from 
the Winter -plants , and thence proceeding to the 
Vernal and iEftival , and concluding with the Autum» 
nal. 

He inferts In many places divers Remedies and ufcful 
Advices for Health : In the doing of wlvch, and mew- 
ing himfelf very particularly concern'd for the cure of 
the Taber Angltca^ (the Confumptian,') fo much reigning in 
England , he employed! more than one page in recom- 
mending to the Englifo Nation (for whom no expreifeth a 
lingular efteem ) that Plant, which the Latins call Cheli- 
ionium mains vulgare, the greater Celandine , as an approved 
medicin and no lefs than a Specifick to cure that Difeafe, 
after- the ufe of Antimonial Emeticks ; teaching withal!, 
shaf. it-is to be prepar'd and ufed , for that purpofe, in its 
Tincture , together with the Trifolmm fibrinum Taberrne- 
montani j and exhorting alfo diligent Anatomifts, to open 
and well to examine the Liver and other vifcera of fuch , 
as dye of this ficknefs, being himfelf altogether perfuaded, 
that thofe are the Parts, which are primarily and by idio- 
pathj affedted in a Coniumption , and the Lungs not other- 
wife than fecondarily and by confinti Where he alfo taketh 
notice, that one of the main caufes of the frequency of 
this Difeafe among the Englifh is, their eating abundance 
of fugar and other fweet things, which, in his opinion, do 
caufe a p-reat ObftrucStion in the L:ver and other Entrals , 
(the origin of Confumptums:) which by the aforefaid Plants 
is powerfully refolved and opened. See him p. 4^

Further, amongft many other Advices , this Author ob- 
ferveth , that there is hardly any thing more infalubrious , 
than to eat frefhly gather'd Fruit, efpecially if they were 
expofed to the San • cfteeming, that the impreflion, made 

by 
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by the Sun and the fruit, not being yet diffipated, caufeth 
fuch a fermentation in the blond , as is infeparable from af 
Fever. 

For the cure of a Tertian he advifeth the Patient 
to take four or five drops of I{ofe-mary Oyl in Carduus be- 
nediSlus and Fumiterry water, and to fweat upon it, the 
body having, been before prepar'd by general Medi- 
ans, 8cc» 

He omits not, upon occafion to interfperfe very curious 
remarks; as that the Herb, called Gramen Ojfifragum , hath 
this property, that, if any Animal do eat or it,. the nerves 
and tendons will be fo relaxed, that it (hall hardly be able 
to ftir , but be as if its loins were broken : for which he 
thinks this reafon may be given, that poffibly in thofe places, 
where this Plant grows, there are Mines of Quickfilver or 
Lead, whence it may derive this quality fo hoftile to the 
nerve?. There is another particular, among many others, 
which we cannot leave un-menrioned , vi% That, whereas 
common Chymifts make Sulphur to be the principal Caufe 
of the Colour in Mixts, he rather afcribeth it to Salt,, (as he 
alfo doth Tafl and Smell \ ) For the proof of which he 
alledgeth divers reafons , which he confirms by this Ex- 
perience ; That, to make Black Horfes become of a Dapple- 
gray, you need only give thenr for forae days in the 
Spring a handful or two of. fmall Oak buttons mingled 
with their Oats : And this change of Colour he at- 
tributes to the Vitriol abounding in Oak , and which 
caufeth that cracking noife, which is made by that wood 
when put in the fire* 

To all which I muff, add what he noteth concerning the 
Inteftin called Cacum , the life of which is fo much^ con- 
troverted amongft Anatomifb , but difcover'd by this Au- 
thor to be, that as the Bladder of Gall is the receptacle of 
the Gall, fo this Ctecum is the receiver of the Flatus or 
winds ^ and that thence it is, that commonly 'tis found 
empty or only fome clear water in it , which the winds 
have been turn d into ,* Adding , that Nature hath made 
this Inteftin larger in Hoggs, Birds of prey 3 and other Beafis, 

which 
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which by reafon of their voracity are more fubject to cru- 
dities, and therefore to winds 3 8cc. 

He annexes to the whole feveral Appendixes ; whereof 
ewe contains the Dofes oi the received Emeticks and Purga- 
tives both fimpie and compound 5 Another exfpatiateth into 
the praiies of Hippocrates: The third confidcrs the feveral 
Duties of Phyfitians , Apothecaries and Chirurgions : The 
fourth and laft delivers a Method of making a good HcrbalJ*
